ftein from Blool and things ftrangled, and comand men to keep: 
the Law, and fhave their Heads, &c? For t':cre are as plain examples 
for the obferving and doing thefe things from tome of the Apoitles 
Command and example, (after that baptifing with water was {poken of 


A&s 10. 46.) fee, Acts 15. 2,6,7,20, 16. 3. 18-18. 21. 24, 


25, ¢7 24.18. and the Apoftles example of obferving thefe things for 
atime, hinders them notfrom ending in Chrift, as S.B. falfly intimares 
thar water baptifm ends not in Chrift, becaufe it was p:actiled after 
his Affention;in like manner might heas well have pleaded forCircum-: 
cifion outward offerings, purifying inthe Temple, &tlie like to continue: 
becaule they were pradtifed after Chrifts Aflention: Buras people 
(why had azeal for thefe outward Figures) grew into the Subftance 

and Life wherein they ended, thatthey were able to bear the denying. 
ofthem; the Apoitles Preached the endl of them, andrefued to be 

in bondage to them again. | | 

S. B. There be two things to be confidered. 1ft. Toat be muft be a 
Teaching Difciple. 2d: No more is reguived but a Teaching Difciple. 

Anfw. Which is all one, asif he had faid, the two things required,’ 
is 1/t. a Teaching Ditciple, and 2d. a Teaching Di‘ciple, ( har non- 
cenfe is here?) thisisbutone thing. And again, if no more be requi- 
red but a Teaching Dilciple, then itis not required chat a Difciple 
fhou!d baprie with water: and thus he throws all his other Doét- 
rines‘for the continving of water bapti(m inthe duft, and confounds 
himfelf. 

S. B.. Let thefe men know that water Baptifm is alively Reprefentation

Anfw. Wheye proveft thou that $.B? chis is fure an Imagina- 
tion of thy own; for how can your planging people in water be a 


. lively Reprefentation of the Death, Burial,and Reiurredtion of Chrift ? 


fure you ar¢ not fo long dead in the water when you are plunged in 
it as Chrift was dead as concerning. the tlefh, who was raifed the 
third day by the Power ofthe Fathers and it isthat power that oot 
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tifed his people inte his death, and raifech them up in the likenefs 
of his Refuriection, and not ourward warer ¢ touching wisich, that 
which this S. B. hath affirmed, tt is as foolifh asa Baprift Teacher's 
affirming to me, that the Baptiim of warer did baprile men into the 
death of Chrift. Again, if what chou fayett were granted (which it

3,5. to prove that the Difciples Miniftred the 
v, it, who were Minifters of the Spirit, to this the Baprift Replyes

B. I bumbly conceive that foe Scriptures are not to be taken litterally as 
they ave laid down,as for inftance,in the 13.vei fe of this Chaprer,ir is taid, 
That what‘vever ye ask the Facher in my Name, that will Ido; yer 
God intends to give us the aniwer of no Prayer, but thar prayer 
that comes up according to his will. 7 

Arfe. If Chrifts Words in John14.12,13. be not to be taken as 
they are laid down, as this Baprift plainly Intimates ; rhen from this 
ttfollows, that Chrift fpoke not right or true, and therefore this 
S. B. with hisown conception (who ts but in his concetvings) would ~ 
amend or corrve& whar Chrift harh faid; and yer he hath no Authe- 
rity from Heaven for it: Who is it that will believe his deceit and 
ablurdity herein? again, his Inftancing Chrifts faying, Whartfoever ye 
ask the. Father in my Nume, that will Ido, as not to be taken as it ig 
laid down, and for his proof, faying, thar God intends to give us the 
Anfwer of no Prayer, bat the Prayer that’s according to his will: This 
alio Implyes, chat Chrift fpoke nor truly, as if (omething the Difciples 
might ask in his Name, which was not according to the will of God, 
and which was not to be anfwered; when as,it was the Diiciples 
of Chrift that asked in his Name, and they asking in that Name, they 
asked in the Word of God, Rev. 19. and this could not be contrary 
to the will of God. Again the Baprift (ro prove rhatChrifts words 
In John 14. 12. are notto be taken as they are laid down) fairh. 
S. B. Chiift {peaks geneval'y, he that believeth on me, the works that 
do, be fhall do, and greater works than thefe 3 this cannot be under- 
Stood in this fenfe, that thefe men bring it for becaufe there be fome works 
that Chrift did, ashe was the only Son of God, which we cannot do; Chrife 
did perfect and compleat the work of Redemprion for us by his death, and 
Sufferings upon the Crefs. 
Rep, To this I fay, what a filly fhift is this, asalfo what falfehood 
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(To) 

isin ic? for Chrift faid thee words, in John vA. t2. (That he thae 
believeth on him fhould dy rh> works that he did) before he (uffered on 
the Cros; and how was the Work of Redemption perfected or com- 
pleated by that his tufle:ing, for chee §. B: and tuch as thou arr, 
when you are yet in bondage to your finnes and co the Spiric of 
delufion, which leads you to pervert rhe Scriptures, as thou haft 
done? But hadit thou proved chat Chrifts work of baprifing wich che 
Spirit (or any work trending to lead to ir) was by Chriit excepred, as 
nor tobe done by them thar believed on him, then thou hadi done 
whar thouaimedit ar, and defired todo; burchar rhou couldett noe 
do, feeing thy folly is fo greatly manifeft already in chy allay ing 
It. 
S. B. If water baptifm be an Indifferent thing, it may be done, ov it 
may be left undone. 

Arf. What is it elfe but an indifferent thing, when there is no 
ftrefs for Salvation Jaid upon ir, neither is it of necefliry to Salyari- 
on as thefe Baprifts Confefs? And how can water baprifm be of a4-

To this I fav,how doth chisAffertion agree with fome ofthefe Ba)rifts, 
faying, (at the difpureas rhis 8. B. hath alo related) for people to 
make avifible confefim of their faith, enough-to entitle unto water bapri{m? 
When as many can make fuch aconfeifion of chetr faich, who enjoy not 


the Spirit of Adoption, being our of that Spiritc And rhus the e Bapritts 


Confound themielves, one while faying thar men muft have and enjoy 
the Spirit of Adoption, before they be nt Su jects tor warer baptifm; 
another while fayiag thata vifible confetiion of fairh is cnough to enrt- 
the unto warer bapri m.Whichis like the Baprifts faving, thar men muft- 
Repent, and be baptized wich warer, that may ieceive the holy 
Ghofl;and for ic chey inftance A#.2.38.and A#.8.16.Another while fay- 
ing they dare nor admit people to water bapriim until they can perceive 
they have the holy Ghoit or Spirit of Adoprion;and for chag initancing 
Aé.i0.47.and thus we fee rheir confufion and uncertainty,which ts like 
the Baprifts, one fort of them pleading for water bapuim from 7 /n’s 
baptizing; others of them deny co plead for it from 7ohn’s Baprifm, 
bur fer cheir bapriim above Fohn’s, faying, as chat they dour by the ex- 
ample of Chriit’s Diciples baprizing, 7o).3.22. and 4.2. Andfo 
they call rheir’s Chrift’s bapeiim 5 when as Fhn’s baptizing with water, 
and the Difciples baptizing with water, fh. 3. was of one Nature op 
Bind; and asic wasa figure of the inward baptifm, had Relation 
to the Stare thar was under the Law, before rhe Adoption of Son: was 
attained ro, wherein the Redemption fiom the weak Elements which 
the world is in, isknown: And in che time of Fobn’s Adminiftring wa- 
ter baprifm, Chrift had not fulnlled his Teftimony upon Earth 
through fuffering, by which he blotted our the Hand-wyriting of Ordi- 
nances, and Nailed it to hisCrofs, thatone new man in him, andthe 
Peace might be made which gould not be done by Fohn’s Baptifm, aor 
fuch Types, Figures, and Shadowes; for they being impoted fince the 
Tranfgreitton entred, and being changeable,rhey do not reach rhe Seed 
(which muft inherit che Peace and rhe Promiles ) but the changeable or 
earthly part in man which they have Relation to.

_and Baptizers of fuch as they ay have the Spiritof Adoption; asif he 
Ahad ‘aid, they that have not the Spirit or Authoyiry from heaven, muft 


be Teachersand Minifters to them, who have the Spirit or Authority 


_from Heaven: and fo in chefe chings all may (fee their blindnels, and 


what a Babel they have Builded in their Contufion. 
And now Samuel Bradley,to Thee I tay,feeing thar Thou art altogethey 
and fhewed chy tv- 
norance fo much, touching the baptiim of the Spirir, haying counred 
it Meraphoricall, and haftiet water baptifm fo much tr, thar 
thou ha{t accounted no baptifm properly fo called, but that of warer, 
and haft not.any Call, nor Auchority from Heayen to Preach or Bap- 
rize : it shigh time for thee tobe filent, and proceed no longer in thy.

2. He that believeth and # baptized, fhall be faved, Mark 19.16. 
Which implyes that this Bapiifin which Chrift cammanded is of neceffity to -

tifmmwhich was not the puting away Of the flib of the flefh, bur the ArfweF 
of aGood Confctence, 1 Pet. 3. 21. Therefore it was not water baptijin which 
Chrift Commanded in Mat. 28. and Mark, 16. . | 

3. If the Apoftle Paul had as large a Gommiffion given him by Chriffmas any 
of the Apoftles bad, then the commiffion which Chrift gave to the Diferples 

| Mat.28. was not them to baptize with water But Paul had as farge 
| a Commiffin as any of the Apoftles had (for he was not behind the veri. 
chiefe Apoftles ) Therefore that Commifficn. in Mat. 28. did not enjoynth® 


Difciples to baptige with water. Asboth thefe propofitions are clear 
according _ 
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caceording to Scriprure; fothe conclufion of each is.as clear from Pau’s 
own woids, where he abfolurcly doth declare, That Chrift fence him 
not to baptize, bur co preach the Golpell (norwirflanding he’ ad barizedt 
fome as before be mentioned) And Paul doth not fay. as the Baprift falfty 
intimates, thar baprizing was fome of P.aul’s work that he was fenc ro, 
but preachiag the chiefe, asif he had taid: Paul was not onely fenctb 
Chritt to baptize, bur alioto preach, which would render Paul’s 
woids, gn 1 Cor. 1. 17. both fale and defective,

-dage under ourward Shadows, and Figuies, which de decreac, wax 
old, an¢dhave anend 5 To youl fay come co the Light of Chriftin 
you,and muddle no more in the dark, nor dote any longer about Sha- 
dows,and Elementary Thingsjneirher be ye in bondage to men,nor to 
theiy Boftrines, and Sleights, which tend to keep you in Shadows 
from the iubftance; for ir was the Jews withour, whole minds ftuck in 
the Figures and Shadows, many of whom came !o fay asthe bapri{m 
of Fobn, who decreafed, and yet they ftumbled at Chrift che Subftance: | 
but now heis nor a Jew, that is one ourward, but he is a Jew, rhat is 
one isward:and fo it’s not the outward Circumcifion,nor the outward 
baprifm that availech any thing to Salvation, but a New Crearure..
